Conductor Gray While Out Hunt­ 
ing Near Tamarac was In­ 
stantly Killed 


SAID TO HAVE SHOT HIMSELF 


Joseph Harrison, Well 
Known 
Resident of Cass County, 
Taken for Deer and Shot 


Conductor George (iray 
who rufts 
west of Staples was shot and instantly 
killed while out hunting deer with a 
companion near Tamarac, it presumably 
having been with a gun in his own 
hands. 
Mr. Gray s companion was standing 
on a runway and a deer came bouncing 
through the woods. 
Tho companion 
shot the deer and ran over to the place 
where it fell and called for Gray to corno 
over. Ju st as he ho called he heard an­ 
other shot, but thought that it was 
some other hunter near by. 
Ile hung 
tho deer up and then started over to 
find Gray and was horrified to learn 
that he was lying on the ground dead. 
From the position of the body and the 
wound in his head it is thought that 
his own rifle Was accidentally discharged 
and he was killed, although it may have 
been that the shot was that of another 
hunter in the distance. 
Mr. Gray was a well known railroad 
man, having worked on the Minnesota 
division for some time. 
Tho remains of Mr. Gray were shipped 
through to his home at Staples this af 
ternoon. 
It is thought that Gray was 
standing on a log and that his rifle 
slipped dow n and was discharged. The 
bullet struck him in the chin and pass­ 
ed dear through his head. 


Joseph 
Harrison, of Leavitt Lake, 
Cass county, was killed yesterday on a 
deer runway, presumably being shot for 
a deer, 
lie wont out with his two sons, 
who left him on tho runway and went 
on "together. 
A gun shot was heard, 
but thinking it was their father shoot 
ing they did not return to him for some 
time, but later were directed to him by 
the dog. 
It is not known who tired the shot. 
Harrison was an old soldier, about t>5 
years, and often met with with the G. A. 
R. post here. 
This is the second acci­ 
dent near here this season, VV. F. C a d ­ 
well having been shot by running into 
his own set gun last week.

The ordinance which accompanied 
the message from the mayor asked 
that authority be given to place on the 
ballots at the spring election the ques­ 
tion whether the city shall issue .Muel­ 
ler certificates to the amount of $7.>,

This sum, it. is declared by 
the mayor, is needed for the recon-‘ 
etruction of the lines and for the pur­ 
chase of the unexpired franchise rights 
of the existing companies.
